The farm er is growing so mu ch 
more food with his machinery than 
he did with his horse, that ev en 
sev ere drou ghts can’t possibly cu t 
the crops as badly as they u sed to. 
The rainstorm s which once ru ined 
the com crop simply becau se a 
man and his horse cou ldn’t plant 
the corn rapidly enou gh are a men­ 
ace no longer. The tractor can, and 
does, ru n 24 hou rs a day and still 
get the crop planted in time. 
I’ll not bother y ou with the fig­ 
u res, bu t the farm er with the trac­ 
tor au tom atically becomes a mod­ 
em -m inded citizen. He u ses DDT 
on the gnats and his cows giv e 
more milk; he plants only hy brid 
com and each stalk y ields more 
•ars. 
His machinery does most of the

MOST people think of diabetes 
mellitus as a disease of the kid 
neys. It is not at all, but rather a 
disease of the metabolism, the 
process by which the body is m ain­ 
tained. In order to use sugar, the 
body must have a substance known 
as insulin, normally manufactured 
by the pancreas. 
In people with diabetes, the pan­ 
creas fails to secrete this chemical. 
When this happens, sugar appears 
in the urine and the amount of 
sugar in the blood is increased. 
Before it was discovered th a t 
insulin could be made from the 
pancreas of certain animals, the 
man or woman with diabetes was 
doomed to a miserable life and an 
early death. 


Lowered Death Rate 
Today, according to Dr. Her­ 
man O. Mosenthal of New York, 
the use of insulin in diabetes has 
lowered the death rate to the van­ 
ishing point in persons under 35 
years of age, and has diminished 
the death rate in those between 35 
and 40. The fact that there is an 
increased mortality from diabetes 
in those over 65 means only that 
diabetic patients now are living 
longer, and not th at modern treat­ 
ment has been a failure. 
In treating diabetes, it is neces­ 
sary to keep the amount of sugar 
in the blood at the proper level 
without producing hypoglycemia, 
or too little sugar in the blood. 
This can be done by adapting the 
dosage of insulin to the patient’s 
needs and comforts rather than by 
modifying the diet. 
There are a number of different 


I varieties of insulin which can bo 
used. The plain or unmodified in­ 
sulin will lower the blood sugar 
for about four hours. Globin in­ 
sulin with zinc and protamine zinc 
insulin have an action which per­ 
sists for 24 hours or more. 
Mixtures of both types may bo 
employed. The proportion of each 
depends on when the injection is 
to be given and on the blood sugar 
level at the time the injection is 
employed. 
It is not possible in all cases to 
keep the blood sugar at the normal 
level. However, Dr. Mosenthal be­ 
lieves that early cases of diabetes 
may be cured with prompt and 
thorough treatment, particularly 
in children or in overweight per­ 
sons in which the diabetes has 
come from the excessive use of 
sugars or in which the symptoms 
are due to the flaring up of 
chronic diabetes. 
In most instances, the patient it 
permitted to have a slight eleva­ 
tion of the blood sugar from tim t 
to time, because by so doing hypo­ 
glycemia will not occur. This type 
of control is satisfactory in pa­ 
tients who have had diabetes for a 
long period of time. 
In severe emergencies, it may 
even be advisable to allow the 
blood sugar to remain at a high 
level by giving plenty of sugar in 
the diet. This is done to prevent 
reactions and to make sure that 
the patient is using sufficient food 
material to keep the tissues from 
being damaged. 
Of course, diabetes should al­ 
ways be treated by a physician. 
He will decide in each instance the 
type of diet to employ as well as 
the kind of insulin to use.
